3*he trick in this idological double-shuffle will 
be to convince Tito that Khrushchev and his 
p eop le are sincere. That is the Kremlin’s p rob- 
lefn. 
■The rest of us have a p roblem, too. It is 
h©s to keep our eyes fixed on the central 
a im of the Communist consp iracy. It now is 
advertising itself 
as socialism, as if that, 
somehow, had become desirable by being less 
bfiody than communism. 
But the aim is still 
the destruction of all individual rights — every­ 
where. 


Right To Vote Bill

Passage Would End State Jurisdiction 


Do the p eop le of the United 
States really know what is involved 
in the so-called “right to vote” 
legislation now p ending in Con­ 
gress?

that hereafter, 
if the House or 
Senate bill be­

federal court case out of it, with 
the help of the attorney general, 
no matter what restrictions on vot­ 
ing may hitherto have been enact­ 
ed by the states? 
It is doubtful whether the coun­ 
try as a whole knows what a Pan­ 
dora’s Box of troubles will be op ­ 
ened up by the p rop osed legislation 
when enforced in conjunction with 
old statutes. 
It could really affect many more 
whites than Negroes and raise is­ 
sues in all sections of the coun­ 
try. 
Up to now the states themselves 
have exercised final judgment as 
to whom may or may not vote. 
The federal government* hence­ 
forth would become the national 
p oliceman to sup ervise elections, 
whether for state or city or county 
offices. 


Quality Counts 
New York City has wep t and wailed so loud 
abbut a Census Bureau survey which showed 
it was losing p op ulation that a comment in 
Tjjt New York Times may be of interest to 
residents of much smaller p laces hop ing for 
residents of much smaller p laces hop ing for 
ftifure growth. 
The Times admits what civic tub-thump ers 
always have hated to admit — that bigness 
isjjiot a desirable goal in itself. If it were, says 
Times, “we would cancel zoning, jerry- 
brnid all over, never tear down a tenement, 
ldt whole families living in single rooms, forget 
about all decencies.” 
There is an idea here from the biggest city 
that other cities could think about with p rofit 
as they strive to increase their size. Being 
bifger does not mean being better any more 
th^p being smaller guarantees q uality. 
There are small towns that are not fit to 
live In. There are big ones which are an abom­ 
ination. Then there are cities which strive to 
b£ » good p laces to live, regardless of size. They 
bffir down on q uality and q uit worrying about 
q uantity, New York, itself, may be forced to 
thip k about q uality more seriously from now on 
a£ more and more of its overcrowded and har- 
rq gi inhabitants move elsewhere. 
The time may be close at hand when cities 
w#l limit their p op ulations to the maximum 
that can be guaranteed dectnt living conditions. 
**

Parliamentary Baseball 
Tl seems early to be firing baseball man- 
afBrs, but the season for the shuffle is here 
a$iin. It is only four months more until football 
cCHtches who failed to p erform miracles will 
b£ *told to hunt yrork elsewhere, too.

driven into the wilderness again. Scap egoatery 
has- become one of this country's best-p aying 
occup ations. Working conditions are not of the 
best, the future is uncertain and the p ast is 
shgly. But you cannot beat the hours, as some­ 
one once said of baseball ump iring. 


ONE OF THE STATES that 
might immediately be investigated 
is Rhode Island, whose Sup reme 
Court in a conscientious but mis­ 
taken op inion threw away the bal­ 
lots of 5,454 absentee votes last 
November and changed the guber­ 
natorial result from Rep ublican to 
Democratic by a margin of 63 
votes. 
The Rhode Island court claimed 
it derived this authority from the 
consttition of that state bu .tunder 
the p rop osed “civil rights” legisla­ 
tion, state constitutions and state 
laws become subjec to federal 
scrutiny, and the q uestion of wheth­ 
er “eq ual p rotection of the laws 
has been afforded or whether the 
“p rivileges and immunities of cit­ 
izens” have been abridged will be 
something on which the federal 
courts would be asked to rule. 
How, for examp le, can Rhode 
Island or any other states with 
absentee-voting laws p ermit cer­ 
tain p ersons to vote at any time 
in advance of election day if absent 
from home for reasons mentioned 
in a state law, while denying the 
op p ortunity to shut-ins and dis­ 
abled individuals who cannot get 
to the p olls or p erhap s notarize a 
ballot on a p articular day? 
This is but one of many p roblems 
which now would become matters 
for federal sup ervision. 
Thirty-four states—only five of 
them in the South—req uire an oath 
that the ap p licant is q ualified to 
vote. Who shall say what is mean 
by “q ualified”? 
Seven states req uire loyalty oaths 


from p rosp ective voters. Who shall 
say what 
constitutes 
“loyalty,” 
esp ecially 
in 
view 
of 
recent 
decisions of the Sup ereme Court of 
the United States that make such 
words as “subversive” or “Com­ 
munist” a matter of “belief” p ro­ 
tected by the First Amendment? 


FORTY-ONE STATES deny the 
right to vote to criminals. What of­ 
fenses shall p ermanently disen­ 
franchise a rehabilitated convict? 
Who will determine this? The 
courts may have to rule on this, 
too. 
In 19 states—^six in the South— 
citizens must p ass literacy fair or 
unfair? This could p rovide an is­ 
sue that would challenge officials 
in California, Connecticut, Dela­ 
ware, Massachusetts, Maine, New 
Hamp shire, New York, Rhode Is­ 
land, Oregon, Washington. Wyo­ 
ming, Arizona, Georgia, Mississip ­ 
p i, Louisiana, Alabama, S out h 
Carolina, North Carolina and Okla- 
home. 
A federal court would have the 
right to tell those states whether 
or not their “tests” are p rop er. 
In 
six 
states—Michigan, Mon­ 
tana, Nevada, New Mexico, Texas 
and Utah—citizens are req uired to 
own p rop erty to vote. 
Is this discrimination that vio- 
ates the Fourteenth Amendment, 
which p rovides that “no state shall 
make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the p rivileges or im­ 
munities of citizens of the United 
States”? 
The federal courts would have to 
answer. 
Most states have laws that p ro­ 
vide for a p articular p eriod in resi 
dence before the voting p rivilege 
is granted. Is it fair to make a 
man lose his vote because he 
moves? 
Can he be dep rived of his citizen­ 
ship rights so long as he remains 
within the United States? 


On His Doorstep 


(hat’S A N O T H E R q uestion 
which could be raised through the 
op erations of the p rop osed law on 
“voting rights.” 
For the very title of some sec­ 
tions of existing law is to be 
changed by both the House and 
Senate bills to read “voting rights.” 
It is evident that the whole p rob­ 
lem will cease to be one that the 
staets solely administer and now 
will become actively a q uestion for 
federal jurisdiction. 
Indeed, a majority in Congress 
could bestow on the federal govern­ 
ment the sole right to determine 
all voting q ualifications, and, us­ 
ing the same p rincip le as in the 
Steve Nelson case, the Sup reme 
Court could forbid the states to 
tresp ass 
at all in that field. 
This is the p ossible scop e of the 
p ending bill. It tends definitely in 
the direction of abolishing the 
states and giving the centralized 
government in Washington com­ 
p lete control of functions hitherto 
believed to have been reserved to 
the states under t h e federal 
constitution.

Is This Research?

There were criticisms of the 
Fund for the Rep ublic some time 
ago for emp loying Earl Browder 
in some sort of study of com­ 
munism. 
Perhap s those criticisms were 
not justified. Browder at least 
knows something about the p racti­ 
cal op erations of the subject under 
study. 
But it is not so easy to exp lain 
a study recently announced by 
Robert M. Hutchins, p resident of 
the Fund for the Rep ublic. 
This is designed to get at the 
’.‘basic issues” of the effect of cor­ 
p orations and labor unions on free­ 
dom and civil liberty. For a glance 
at the “consultants” who, with 
Hutchins and other fund p erson­ 
nel, will direct the research re­ 
veals an astonishing absence of 
p eop le who have ever had any ex­ 
p erience with either corp orations 
or unions. All excep t one are p ro­ 
fessors or college administrators. 
Only one, Henry R. Luce, the 
editor - in - chief of Time, Life, 
and Fortune, has had to grasp the 
hot end of a p ayroll or deal with 
unions at the bargaining table. But 
his exp erience has not been in the 
industrial climate which conditions 
the p roblems with which this study 
p urp orts to deal. 
Certainly, I raise no eyebrows 
at academic p eop le, for I served 
my time myself. But I did serve 
long enough to realize that p rofes­ 
sors and college administrators 
have p rejudices just as keen as 
those of corp oration managers and 
union leaders. 
Back in 1935 I wondered what 
might hap p en in the U. S. Treas­ 
ury, when Henry Morgenthau Jr, 
then Secretary, told me he could 
find no intellectual honesty for his 
jobs 
excep t 
among 
p rofessors. 
Even then, he rep osed childlike 
Among the group selected by 
trust in Prof. Harry Dexter White. 
Hutchins, the most active will be 
Adolp h A. Berle. 
His writings have been anything 
but objective toward corp oration 
p roblems. His obsession is the en­ 
actment of legislation for federal 
incorp oration of comp anies doing 
interstate business, which would 
include about everything but the 
indep endent corner grocery store. 
Berle, moreover was until last 
year chairman of the sp linter Lib­ 
eral p arty in New York, which 
has always been dominated by 


David Dubinsky of the Ladies Gar­ 
ment Workers. 
Berle was a satellite of the late 
Fiorello La Guardia. How could 
objectivity be exp ected from him? 
There is also Reinhold Niebuhr, 
the left wing vice p resident of 
Union Theological Seminary. 
Thus, this strange, free - wheel­ 
ing p ot of Ford money will engage 
in another p iece of slanted p ublic­ 
ity under the name or research. 
The exclusion of p eop le exp eri­ 
enced in running corp orations and 
labor unions makes certain that 
the p ersonal views of Hutchins will 
have no op p osition. 
Is it his belief, like that of Mor­ 
genthau, that neither honesty nor 
fairness can be found in manage­ 
ment or the unions.

IGY Scientists Have Own Calendar

We are living under a sp ecial 
new world calendar. 
It runs into January of 1959 and 
is studded with sp ecial days which 
could bring p rizes of great new 
discoveries. 
The calendar is that of the In­ 
ternational Geop hysical Year, the 
mammoth coop erative effort 
by 
19,000 scientists of 61 nations to 
solve mysteries of the world we 
live in. 
IGY extends from July 
I, 1957, to Dec. 31, 1958. 
It finds scientists fanned out ov­ 
er oceans, mountains, p lains, is­ 
lands, the snows of the South Pole, 
and frozen reaches of the Arctic. 
With old and new instruments, 
they are making intensive studies 
of weather, the sun, cosmic rays, 
the ionosp here or electrified lay­ 
er of air above us, magnetism, 
earthq uakes, gravity, glaciers and 
oceans. 


THE KEY TO IGY is coop era­ 
tion. 
Scientists in one country 
can gain only a p artial under­ 
standing of weather, or 
world­ 
wide effects of cosmic ray^, or 
changes in magnetism or other 
forces. 
But by making nearly simultan­ 
eous observations around 
th e 
world, and then sharing all they 
learn, they can in effect take 
world-wide “p ictures” 
of 
th e 
earth and the forces affecting our 
globe and our lives. 
That is where the IGY calen­ 
dar comes in. 
It p rovides sp ecial dates for sp e­ 
cial, intensified studies. There are 
three ways of doing this. 
One is through “regular world 
days,” three to four each month, 
selected in advance. Some come 
at the new moon — a favorable 
time for observing the aurora or 
Northern or Southern lights, the 
mysterious faint air glow around 
the earth, and meteors. 
Others 
fall at times of unusual annual 
showers of meteors. 
On world days, scientists will 
usually fire rockets which reach 
very high into the air to p robe 
weather, temp erature, ionosp here, 
and other p henomena.

Now $235,000 


W ould Get $25,000 


As Defense Chief 


CINCINNATI UPi—Neil McElroy 
gets $235,000 a year for b ossing 
30,000 employees of Procter & 
Gamb le Co., of which he is presi­ 
dent* They are scattered all over 
the world. 
And, if he wins Senate approval 
as President Eisenhower’s nomi­ 
nee to succeed Charles E. Wilson 
as secretary of defense, he’ll b e 
getting $25,000 a year as “b oss” 
o? perhaps 4,000,000, similarly scat­ 
tered. 
‘‘We’ve b een told that there are 
approximately 4,000,000 employes 
of the Department of Defense, in 
eluding memb ers of the Armed 
Services,” said O.M. Gale, head of 
P&G’s Department of Pub lic Re­ 
lations, and a 20-year associate of 
McElroy’s. 
Has Fine Pub lic Service Record 
But the sacrifice, b oth of salary 
and a sizab le sum in Procter & 
Gamb le stock and other holdings, 
is strictly in character, Gale and 
other close friends said, of a man 
who over many years has devoted 
at least one third of his time to 
voluntary pub lic service. McElroy 
Wednesday termed his nomination 
as ‘‘an opportunity to serve , 
in the area of b eing a good citi­ 
zen.” 
Several years ago, after Cincin­ 
nati’s Community Chest had failed 
four times in succession to attain 
its multi-million dollar goal, Mc­ 
Elroy was approached to take 
over chairmanship for the next 
drive. 
‘‘I don’t like to b e associated 
with failure,” he b luntly told 
committee-in-waiting. “If I take 
this assignment, we’ll make it go.” 
And “make it go” he did. The 
charity-and-welfare drive was gen­ 
erously oversub scrib ed and has 
gone over the top ever since, even 
though McElroy, with his close 
friend, Joseph B. Hall, president 
of the Kroger Grocery & Baking 
Co. as co-chairman, served only 
the one year. 
Has Many Talents 
Of McElroy’s many talents— 
they range from music to b usiness 
administration — there are two, 
close associates say, that are most 
likely to carry him furthest in his 
proffered cab inet post: His “or­ 
ganization genius” and “an instinc­ 
tive ab ility to strike people in the 
right way.” 
“One is hardly secondary to the 
other,” commented a long-time as­ 
sociate. “He’s a genius in b oth 
fields.”

passage. They were Lyndon B. 
Johnson 
of 
Texas, 
the 
Senate 
Democratic 
leader;

of Texas; Kefauver and Gore of 
Tennessee; and Smathers of Flor­ 
ida. 
29 Democrats Back Bill 
In all, 43 Repub licans and 29 
Democrats voted for passage. 
As it passed the Senate, the b ill 
would authorize the attorney gen­ 
eral to seek court injunctions to 
enforce 
minority 
voting 
rights. 
The House had voted for similar 
authority 
also to enforce civil 
rights in general b ut the Senate 
knocked this out of the measure. 
The House rejected all propos­ 
als for jury trials. The Senate 
wrote into the b ill a far-reaching 
provision for jury trials in any 
federal court criminal contempt 
case involving issuance of an in­ 
junction. 
Eisenhower 
said 
this 
would b e “most damaging to the 
entire federal judiciary.” 
Criminal 
epntempt 
generally 
arises from the desire of the judge 
to punish a defendant for disob ey­ 
ing a court order or for such de­ 
lay in complying with it that the 
order b ecomes ineffective. 
The Senate provided that juries 
in such cases must b e open to the 
inclusion of Negro memb ers. 
Commission Provided For 
Both b ills provide for estab lish 
ment of a b ipartisan commission 
to investigate civil rights and for 
appointment of an additional as 
sistant attorney general to head 
a new civil rights division in the 
Justice Department. 
Speaker of the House Sam Ray 
b urn of Texas was reported trying 
to line up sufficient votes for 
House acceptance of the Senate’s 
version of the b ill. Some Demo­ 
crats thought an Eisenhower veto 
would hurt the Repub licans polit­ 
ically. 
However, Rep. Celler (D-NY), 
leader of the forces which pushed 
the original b ill through the House, 
said he thinks the House and Sen­ 
ate “would accept a modified b ill 
limiting the jury trial amendment 
to civil rights cases only.” 
He predicted b oth houses would 
accept such an amendment. Know- 
land indicated it would b e accept­ 
ab le to him. But he said he doesn’t 
know whether Eisenhower would 
b e satisified with only that change 
in the measure.

in a statement he will “make ev­ 
ery effort to restore to the b ill 
some of its original virility.” 
Sen. Russell (D-Oa), leader of 
the Southern forces, told newsmen 
after the Final vote he would b e 
“delighted” if President Eisen­ 
hower would veto the b ill and 
“hoped and prayed” he would do 
so. But he added he did not expect 
the President to veto it. 
Asked if he b elieved Congress 
now would pass the b ill in some 
form, Russell said he did.
